The Sunday service is at 
8 p. m., and the program Monday morning begins at 10:30. 

This year, our largest in enrollment, has been marked by the same 
loftiness of purpose and excellence of achievement as have former years. 
However, the same difficulties, intensified, loom up before us. M e face 
the difficulty of increased enrollment with limited facilities. Too, our 
world is being torn with hate and bitterness ; and our people and our 
institutions are being injured by our refusing to think. However, there 
are the same kind of fine boys and girls to train and there remains the 
indescribable thrill of touching spirits with them and watching them 
grow and reach above the narrowness that has enslaved us. They are 

our answer to an uncertain future. # . 

A new dormitory to accommodate 100 extra girls is being completed 
this summer. Three new instructors are joining the teaching staff; 
Physics and perhaps Mechanical Drawing will be added to the curriculum. 

By all means the Health and Physical Education Building should be 
begun this summer. Our total program of athletics, physical education 
and health will be crippled without it. The Steering Committee has 
recommended that we plan to start the Science and Classroom Building 
in 1957. The Huggins-Curtis Building can still serve a useful purpose for 

a few more years. # ,. , . 

These advances will require sacrificial, intelligent, and studied giy- 
ing. We must determine — and I think we have determined to keep this 
institution a sound, progressive, and cherished asset to all the people of 
this area. To stand still is to go back. We must go forward to keep up. It 

would be unchristian to have the 
training here inferior to that of 
the first two years in any avail- 
able college. Too, we must ever 
make training possible for the 
more unfortunate ones who are 
not financially able to go else- 
where. 

The spirit of Gardner-Webb is 
the spirit of true scholarship and 
sacrificial service,

Applications for enrollment for 
the fall semester are coming in at 
an encouraging rate. On May 1 
the applications showed a 50 per 
cent increase over the same date 
last year. 

Enrollment for the current year 
reached an all-time high of 472 
students. The new 100-girl dormi- 
tory will provide sufficient addi- 
tional space for a heavy increase in 
boarding girls, and the addition of 
physics to the curriculum is ex- 
pected to attract a number of boys.

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Faculty Additions And Resignations Announced 


Five new faculty members have been employed by the college to 
begin their duties when school begins next September 3. 

Three of these are new personnel added because of an ever-increas- 
ing enrollment. One is added because of new courses of study, and one 
is a replacement. Four present faculty members have resigned and their 
replacements will be announced shortly. 

Miss Doris Jcnes, a native of Greenville, S. C., is to be the new 
dean of women. Miss Jones is a graduate of Furman University and 
Southwestern Baptist Seminary, and for the past two years has been 
dean of women at Wingate College. 

Seth L. Washburn will join the faculty as assistant professor of 
physics. Prof. Washburn is a Gardner-Webb graduate in the class of 
1939 and earned the B. S. degree at Wake Forest two years later. He 
has done considerable graduate study, and has taught in the public 
schools for nine year?. 

The addition of physics gives Gardner-Webb all the facilities and 
courses for science and engineering majors demanded by engineering 
schools for two years of study. 

The three added faculty members are Claude Henry Britt, Jr. of 
Dunn, Jean McSwain of Shelby, and Gail Baucom of Rockingham. Mr. 
Britt, a graduate of Wake Forest and the University of Alabama, will be 
an assistant professor of Spanish. Miss McSwain, a graduate of Gard- 
ner-Webb in 1953 and Wake Forest in 1955, will be an instructor in 
English. Miss Baucom will be assistant librarian. She too is a Gard- 
ner-Webb alumna of 1954, and graduates this spring at Appalachian 
State Teachers College. 

Resignations have been received from Miss Mabel Starnes, Mrs. 
Helen C. Barnett, Robert G. Carr, and Miss Laura Jean Keeter. Miss 
Starnes, dean of women since 1950, goes to Carson Newman College 
to teach Bible. Mrs. Barnett will make her home in Asheville, where 
she will be joined by her son when he is discharged from military ser- 
vice. Mr. Carr will join Cumberland College in Lebanon, Tenn., as head 
of the music department, and Miss Keeter plans to be married next 
month. 
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Trustees Decide To Continue Segregation 

The college trustees decided on February 13 that Gardner-Webb 
will admit no Negro students. The trustees reached their decision 
after hearing a lengthy report by a special fact-finding committee of five 
board members. 

Present for the meeting were 23 of the 28 trustees. The vote to 
continue segregation was by a tremendous majority. 

The motion adopted by the trustees reads as follows: 

‘That because the preponderant majority of the constituency of 
Gardner-Webb College reporting their opinion in the survey conducted 
by a special committee appointed for the purpose were decidedly against 
the admission of Negro students, and because the college cannot operate 
without their wholehearted support and because the student body was 
substantially divided on the problem, we as a board of trustees express 
as our opinion that we are not ready for the admission of Negroes to 
Gardner-Webb College.” 

The trustees were acting on a request from the Baptist State Con- 
vention that the trustees of each of the Baptist colleges reach their 
own decision on whether to admit Negro students. The situation at 

Gardner-Webb became more signi- 
ficant when a Rutherford County 
Negro youth wrote a letter of in- 
quiry about the possibility of ap- 
plying for admission. 

In an effort to get the full 
opinion of the people served by 
the college, the special committee 
polled pastors and deacons in local 
churches, and faculty and students 
at the college as to their views on 
segregation. Results of the sur- 
vey were not made public other 
than in the wording of the motion 
adopted by the board. 


IN MEMORY 

FRED D. CALDWELL, at- 
torney of Maiden and Gard- 
ner-Webb alumnus of 1924, 
died of a sudden illness on 
May 2.
